Senator Replies to Secretary Taft's 


Columbus Speech. 


AIRS RATE LAW AND TARIFF 


Says All Important Provisions In Hep- 


burn, Bill, Except Rate-Making Feat- 
uie, Were inserted by me Senate- 
Wants the Secretary to Define Atti- 
tude Toward Tariff and Cox. 


Georgetown, O., Aug. 22. — Senator 


Joseph B. Foraker delivered an ad- 
dress before the Chautauqua assembly 
here, in which he replied to the Co- 
lumbus speech of Secretary of War 
William H. Taft. 
Senator 
Foraker 


said: 


"All the provisions of the Hepburn 


rate bill specifically mentioned 
by 


Secretary Taft in his commendation of 
that measure, except the rate making 
provision, were incorporated into that 
bill by the senate. Most of them with 
my active assistance 
and some of 


them upon my own motion. If the Hep- 
burn bill had been put through the 
senate as it was put through the house 
and the senate committee, under or- 
ders to allow no amendments what- 
ever, it would have been without any 
redeeming features •whatever, except 
such as the friends of that proposition 
may claim to find in the provision con- 
ferring the rate-making power on the 
interstate commerce commission. 
It 


was to that proposition I was unalter- 
ably opposed for the reasons I have 
repeatedly given. 


"The objection to conferring the 


rate-making power upon the interstate 
commerce commission is not, in my 
opinion, answered by Secretary Taft. 
He makes no answer to the suggestion 
that the three powers of government, 
the legislative, the executive and the 
judicial, are all conferred on the com- 
mission, and that this commingling of 
these powers is unprecedented and in 
violation of bothcthe spirit and the let- 
ter of the constitution. I have con- 
tended that, so far as I have yet been 
informed, there has been no lowering 
of rates since the Hepburn law was 
passed whereby the shippers of Ohio 
have been benefited, except only such 
as would have been made, in all prob- 
ability, if the Hepburn law had never 
been passed. On the contrary, every- 
where I go I fimotold by shippers that 
since the Hegbjuyn rate law was 
passed the majority of their, rates 
have been advanced. Very few, if any, 
have{ been lowered." 


Mr. Foraker added that the unfortu- 


nate circumstances which Secretary 
Taft spoke of in describing the elimi- 
nation' of imprisonment in the Elkins 
law, -was made at the suggestion of the 
interstate commeice commission. He 
continued: In a hundred prosecu- 
tions the Elkins law as originally en- 
acted has been found a quick, decisive, 
efficient 
and inexpensive 
remedy." 


Speaking of the Standard Oil pros- 
ecution, Senator Foraker declared that 
it •v as conducted under the El kins 
law, and the $29,240,000 fine was Im- 
posed without reference to the Hep- 
burn law. 


Tariff Revision. 


The senator then spoke of his recent 


public requests that Secretary Taft 
give a bill of particulars as to his tariff 
revision views, and declared the Co- 
lumbns speech not sufficiently "lumi- 
nous"' on this point. He said that if 
Mr. Taft is correct in saying that there 
are evils in the tariff they ought to be 
removed at once, without -waiting 18 
months. He declared that the secre- 
tary is v, rong in saying that any great 
body of Republicans desire the tariff 
revised now or 18 months hence. 
"In due time and in our own way 
we doubtless will revise the tariff," 
declared the senator. "But what I 
contend for is that before any such 
revision is entered upon the people 
shall be heard on the subject, and I 
have already suggested that such a 
step should not be taken until after 
we have a chance to consult them in 
the presidential campaign 
of next 


year." 


Senator Foraker called on the sec- 


retary to say what, in his opinion, the 
chief executive should do about the 
defiant nulllification of the v,-ar amend- 
ments to the constitution involved in 
si;ch statutes as that passed in Geor- 
gia only a few days ago 
'"How about 


the ten millions, of black people in 
America, not one" of whom ever drew 
a disloyal breath, who are openly and 
defiantly being denied their constitu- 
tional rights of citizenship?" he asked. 


The senator concluded: "'I would bo 


glad if the secrpfary would kinoij in- j 
form us before he quits the country, 
to be absent f-om it until after our ap- 
proachinc municipal elections, wheth- 
er he uiii tms jear again act vise the 
Republicans of Cincinnati and Hamil- 
ton connt\. as be did t\\o >ears 330, 
to vote against their ticket 
The men 


v. ho v, ill coiitio; the nominations that 
arc to be made 'his year will be. just 
a.< certainly as the ticket is named, 
(ho same men who mad*5 the nomina- 
tions two years ago

COVERS TELEGRAPH STRIKE 


Strikers Allege an Illegal Combination 


Exists Between the Big Co*noanies. 
Official of Railway Operators Talks 
to the Men—Both Sides Playing a 
Waiting Game. 


New York, Aug. 22. — The telegra- 


phers' strike in New York appears to 
have developed into a waiting contest, 
a test of endurance. 


Vice President Thomas Pierson of 


the Order of Railway Telegraphers ad- 
dressed a mass meeting of strikers 
here. He reviewed the troubles of the 
railroad operators and pledged the 
support of 40,000 of «ftem in the pres- 
ent struggle. He said that no amount 
of pressure could be brought to bear 
to make them handle commercial mes- 
sages. 


The strikers were encouraged by a 


well-founded report from Washington 
that Commissioner of Labor Neill will 
shortly lay before President Roosevelt 
all the information he has collected 
regarding the telegraphic situation. 
The commissioner has been in Com- 
munication with the heads of the tele- 
graph companies and in Washington 
he met representatives of the strikers. 


Representatives of the Postal com- 


pany were in Washington trying to 
persuade General Bell, chief of staff, 
to detail a guard of soldiers at the re- 
lay station of the company at Ash 
Fork, Ariz, which was attacked on 
Monday night They were unsuccess- 
ful. 
General Bell explained that he 


could not detail troops without a re- 
quest from the governor of the terri- 
tory. 


The strikers will bend their efforts 


the next few days to proving that an 
illegal combination exists between the 
Western Union and the Postal. "We 
propose to show," said Mr. Russell, 
"that the recent raise in telegraph 
tariffs was unnecessary and" that the 
companies are profiting enormously. 
The 10 per cent raise in salaries which 
they made in March was only a drop 
in the bucket." 


Telegrams Through Mails. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 22.—It is not ille- 


gal to send telegrams through the 
mail. That is the statement made by 
United States Attorney Lyman M. 
Bass. Efforts were made by the strik- 
ing telegraphers to bring the manage- 
ment of the Western Union and Postal 
telegraph companies into court for re- 
ceiving messages at the regular tele- 
graph rates and sending them by mail. 
Mr. Bass says that there is no federal 
law to cover the case, therefore no 
prosecution could be brought in the 
federal courts. 


GOMPERS 


Discusses the Injunction Proceedings 


Against Boycotts. 


Washington, Aug. 
22. — Samuel 


Gompers in an interview charged that 
the recent Van Cleave injunction pro- 
ceedings against boycotts and publica- 
tion of unfair lists were instigated by 
the manufacturers' association, which 
he said recently decided to raise $1,- 
500,000 to crush organized labor. Mr. 
Gompers added: "We know we are 
within our legal rights and we propose 
to exercise them regardless of conse- 
quences. So far as I am concerned, I 
wish to state this, when it comes to 
a choice between surrendering my 
rights as a free American citizen or 
violating the injunction of the courts, 
I da not hesitate to say that I shall 
exercise my rights, as between the 
two."
